Three Men, Seven Women and Four 
Children Killed by a Volley 
Benitez’s Guerrillas. 


Key West, Fla., January 5 —«snefat— 
A Cuban leader in this city has ceived 
a letter from Santiago de Cuba giving de- 
tails of the massacre of Cuban women and 
children by Spanish guefrilas commanded 
by the infamous Solo Benitez. On the night 
of December 27th a large number of women 
and children and a few old men were gath- 
ered at a Christmas festival near Man- 
zanillo. 

While the festivities were in progress 
Benitez, accompanied by about twenty 
guerrilas, entered the room. The guerrilas 
began to take shameful liberties with the 
women and young girls. _Some of the old 
men protested and one of them, maddened 
by an assault on his daughter, struck Be- 
nitez over the head with a cane. 

Enraged by the blow, Benitez shot the 
old man dead and then the bandit and his 
men poured a. volley into the cowering as- 
semblage. Three men, seven women and 
four children were killed outright and sev- 
eral others were wounded.

Philadelphia, January 5.—Reports. sent 
from Cuba concerning the rebellion, accord- 
ing to the crew of the fruit steamer Johann 
Sverdrup, which arrived here yesterday 
from Gibara, are much exaggerated both 
by the government and by the patriotic 
sympathizers, The big fights which are 
promised and expected between the con- 
tending armies seldom occur, and when 
they do, the loss is trifling. The rebels 
are not doing much open fighting and they 
do not intend to if they can possibly avoid 
it. 

The leading generals believe that the 
destruction of sugar plantations, the tear- 
ing up of railroads and the closing of busi- 
ness establishments, which return large 
revenues to the Spanish government, is 
the most effective method of crippling the 
home government.

No News Is Bad News. 

New York, January 5—A special cable 
from London to The Sun says: 

“There is no more news from the Trans- 
vaal, and no news is believed to mean very 
had news. So strong is this impression in 
Longon that public apprehension and ex- . 
citement are far greater over this situation 
and all it involves than was the case at 
any time during the still-pending Anglo- 
American crisis. 

“It now is more than thirty hours since 
any information came out of Johannes- 
burg. The British colonial office is still 
open at 5 o’clock this morning and a large 
staff of under secretaries and other offi- 
cials are on duty waiting for the fateful 
hews which does not come. 

“We know only that a single telegraph 
wire to Johannesburg is in working order. 
England, Europe, the whole world in fact, 
are waiting with most impatient anxiety 
for the news of one of the most extraordi- 
nary events in modern history to come 
over that wire. and for thirty hours #t has 
been.silent. It seems to be a fair inference 
that no Europeans are in control of the 
Johannesburg telegraph office. The Boers 
probably still hold that wire, but its silence 
is ominous. 

‘“Yesterday’s news away from the Trans- 
vaal has been in a sense more important 
than anything which can be happening 
there. The British government finds itself 
confronted by appalling difficulties. 

“Emperor William’s message of congrat- 
ulation to President Kruger has astonished 
and angered England much more than Mr. 
Cleveland’s Venezuelan message a fort- 
night ago. Its terms are regarded as inso- 
lent to this country beyond endurance. 
Such journals as the Saturday Review will 
demand in language so as to be sure and 
arouse popular passion that the British 
government sharply resent the German 
emperor’s insult. 

“The German and French newspapers are 
no less emphatic in their denunciation not 
only of Jameson’s action, but of England, 
whose disavowals receive scant credence. 

‘In a word, Europe’s bitter and still 
growing antagonism to England is gaining 
such unrestrained expression as to sug- 
gest it may soon be beyond the power of 
control. 

“On the other hand, the British govern- 
ment is threatened not only with revolt 
throughout south Africa, but also in public 
sentiment at home, owing to its action in 
repudiating Jameson and leaving him to

CUTTING OFF THE SUPPLIES. 


Plan of Campaign of the Insurgents 
Having Effect. 

New York, January 5.—Major Jesus Cas- 
tro Palomino, aid-de-camp.on the staff of 
Lieutenant General Antonio Maceo, the 
Cuban revolutionary leader, whose -army 
is now closing in on Havana, has just 
reached New York on a secret mission of 
importance. In an interview he said: 

“Nothing can now prevent the besieging 
of Havana by our armies. It is not our 
purpose to attack, destroy or harasss 
Havana. We intend to cut off the supplies 
of that city. The successs of the revolution 
in Cuba is now asssured beyond question. 
Our campaign will be closed before the 
winter is over, and inside of two years 
Cuba will be a free and independent gov- 
ernment. 

“Our plan to destroy the sugar planta- 
tions has succeeded admirably. We have 
burned over $5,000,000 worth of property 
on the plantations, including the cane in 
the fields. There are 364 sugar plantations 
in Cuba, of which over 200 have been 
burned. The only two provinces in which 
the sugar plantations have not yet fallen 
into our hands are Vuelto Abajo and Ha- 
vana. In those two provinces there are 
in all seventy plantations. There are still 
about fifty unburned plantations in Mat- 
anzas, but all will fall into our hands. We 
have already destroyed sixty plantations 
in Matanzas, 144 in Villas, forty in the 
eastern province and six in Camaguey. 
Every plantation in Camaguey has been 
destroyed. The revolutionary armies which 
have invaded Matanzas and are now close 
to Havana are divided into two main di- 
visions. The Van, consisting of 1,200 cav- 
alrymen, is under thercommand of Colo- 
nel Lacrel and Colonel Matagas. The main 
invading army is under the command of 
General Antonio Maceo and General Max- 
imo Gomez. The latter has 2,000 cavalry- 
men from Camaguey and two Hotchkiss 
rapid-fire canmons. General Maceo has 
2,000 foot soldiers from the eastern district 
and two Maxim quick-fire guns. 

“The rear guard of this invading army 
in Matanzas is led by Brigadier-General 
Quinton Banderas, who has 1,000 infantry. 
There is not the slightest danger of our 
being overwhelmed from the rear. From 
where we are now, clear back to the eas- 
tern end of the island, we have left strong 
armies to protect the territory. We have 
divided all of Cuba, east of Havana, itmto 
four military districts. In the most east- 
erly district, which is the first military di- 
vision, we have an army of 5,400 men under 
the command of General Jose Maceo. In 
the second military division there are 6,600 
revolutionary troops under command of 
Major General Rabi. Colonel Salvador 
Rios is in charge in Manzanillo. Colonel 
Florenzio Salcedo in Bayamoand Brigadier 
Saturnino Lora in Baire and Liguan.

000. Gesant & Henneman, wholesale 
grocers, lose $25,000, with $11,000 insurance, 
and John Chamberlain, a wholesale dealer 
in general merchandise, loses $3,000, fully 
covered by insurance. J. H. McCarthy 
loses 210,000, with $4,000 insurance, and the 
Union Tea Com:pany $1.200.

EARL CALIFORNIA BANKS. 


Profits Were Large, but Customs 
Were Suspicious and Fickle. 


From The Overland Monthly. 

In treating of the romantic period of the 
Argonauts, writers have touched but light- 
ly upon pioneer banking, a subject which 
would have furnished many an interesting 
chapter. This is to be doubly regretted, be- 
cause the business was of a magnitude 
hardly equaled in any other new country, 
and because the records are today mainly 
derived from personal reminiscences, blot- 
ted and dimmed by the passage of time. 
The old banks of San Francisco were un- 
doubtedly marvels of the age. While lack- 
ing the showy exteriors and handsome 
furnishings of their modern successors, 
they proved fully equal to the require- 
ments of a day when gold was more of a 
commodity than it has ever been since. 
Statements of immense deposits of gold 
in the ramshackle buildings and pot-metal 
metal safes peculiar to the times might 
seem exaggerated were eagg not amply

CARNES ENJOINED 


From Collecting the Amount of Policy 
on His Father’s Life. 


AN ATLANTA MAN IN THE CASE 


He Paid the Assessments on Carnes’s 
Policy for Ten Years—Making 
Alcohol from Wood. 


Rome, Ga., January 5.—(Special.)—A queer 
lawsuit has grown out of the death of Pat 
Carnes, 4 prominent farmer of Floyd coun- 
ty. R. T. Harrison, of Atlanta, has en- 
joined Asa Carnes, son of the deceased 
farmer and administrator on his estate, 
from collecting a policy of $2,000 held by 
Harrison and issued by the American Le- 
gion of Honor on the life of Pat Carnes. 
The policy was taken out ten years ago, 
when a branch of the order was established 
in Cedartown, R. T. Harrison being col- 
lector. Carnes became a member and be- 
ing a farmer and living at some distance 
from the town, he was not always prompt 
in his payments, so Harrison would pay 
his assessments, knowing that Carnes was 
perfectly good for his debts and a man of 
the strictest honesty. 

At last Carnes became considerably in- 
debted to Harrison and finally agreed that 
if Harrison would keep up the dues on the 
policy he would sign a contract giving him 
or his successor two-thirds of the value of 
the policy at the time of his death. He 
also gave Harrison a power of attorney 
to collect the money and to retain $1,333.33 
of the $2,000 policy in case of his death. 


A Costly Risk. 

Carnes was a splendid specimen of phys- 
ical manhood and bade fair to live to @ 
green old age, so that several times during 
the last ten years Harrison had been on 
the point of giving it up. At first the as- 
sessments were small, but during the last 
year they had run up to 35.06 a month and 
the burden was getting to be a pretty 
heavy one. 

About the same time that Harrison sign- 
ed the contract with Carnes, however, Dr. 
L. S. Ledbetter, of Cedartown, assumed a 
similar contract with a man who carried 
a $5,000 policy, and at the time of his death 
Dr. Ledbetter had only been paying a few 
years and drew $3,750, he having taken the 
policy for three-fourths of its face value. 

Professor J. C. Harris, of the same place, 
did a similar thing with Edson Wood on a 
$2,000 policy and Wood moved to Alabama 
and died and he secured his share of the 
policy. 

These occurences kept Harrison from giv- 
ing up the policy after he had paid out a 
considerable amount of money, and in a 
week after he paid the last assessment he 
read an account of the death of Carnes in 
this correspondence of The Constitution. 

Husband and Wife. 

He at once instituted inquiries, and 
through E. C. Hough, collector of the 
Rome lodge, he finally assured himself that 
Pat Carnes and J. P. Carnes were identical 
and that the man on whose life he had 
been paying the insurance was no more. 
The policy was made out payable to his 
wife. 

But the same malady that caused his 
death—typhoid fever resulting from the 
use of milk kept in a cellar where there 
Was stagnant water—carried her off within 
a week of his death. 

The son, Asa, was attacked at the same 
time and lay for many days at the point 
of death, but finally recovered and as he 
is the best educated, though the youngest, 
of a family of ten children, they settled 
upon him for the position of administra- 
tor. 

The heirs supposed that Harrison was 
entitled to one-half, but when they found 
that his contract called for two-thirds of 
the policy they decided to contest the pay- 
ment. Harrison secured an order in Floyd 
superior court enjoining them from col- 
lecting the policy and has employed Fouche 
& Fouche. 

The administrator has consulted Wright 
& Henry, who will look into the case, and 
a lawsuit may result, but the points in 
equity are all on the side of Harrison. 
The order does not allow a policy to be 
transferred from an insured party to an- 
other, but Harrison holds a power of at- 
torney, and has paid out over $500 on the 
policy, without calculating the interest 
during the last ten years. 


A Strange Affliction. 

One of the saddest occurrences that has 
happened in Rome recently is the partial 
blindness of Henry A. Smith, the veteran 
book seller. A few days ago he was taken 
Sick, his health having been delicate for 
several months, and has been confined to 
his bed ever since. 

His disease is of a nervous nature and 
he has now discovered that he has entirely 
lost the sight of his right eye. This dis- 
covery was a painful surprise to himscif 
and his family, as there was no local 
irritation to imdicate any optical trouble. 
The case is in the nature of a puzzle to 
his physicians and fears are entertained 
that ke will lose the sight of the other 
eye, as the affliction seems due entirely to 
nervous troubles, 

An Old Pair of Glasses. 

Dr. Even Hillyer has laid aside a pair 
of gold-rimmed glasses which he wore for 
forty years. His father gave them to hin: 
when he graduated from college, and he 
vore themn all through the war as a staif 
surgeon in the confederate army. It is 
very interesting to hear him talk of the 
scenes he has witnessed through these 
glasses froin Vicksburg down through ‘Ten- 
ressee and Georgia when Sherman was on 
his march to the sea. 

Because of an impaired vision he was 
compelled to wear them continuously, but 
he never lost them’ but once during ali 
those long marches. The army was in 
full retreat from Jonesboro and he was 
riding along one night when a twig cauzht 
the bow of his glasses and jerkcd them 
off. 

Dark as it was he sprang from his horse 
and began to feel about among the leaves 
and branches and luckily put his hand ou 
them. He continued to wear them until 
they got out of focus, when he laid them 
away, as the gold rims were too weakened 
by long wearing to admit of inserting new 
lenses. 

An Alcohol Plant. 


The Gordon Chemical Company, of Cin- 
cinnati, will soon begin operating the ex- 
tensive plant at Round Mountain, for the 
manufacture of alcohol from wood for 


chemical and industrial uses. This is the 


first venture of the kind in the south, 
and work was started on the plant last 
summer, but was delayed for some cause. 

There has recently been a reorganization, 
and the work is to be pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible. The charcoal which 
will result from the extraction of the spir- 
its, will all be taken by the Round Moun- 
tain Furnace Company, which is running 
on full time. 

The saving of the alcohol by this process 
and its economic value can better be un- 
derstood when one understands that hun- 
dreds of acres of land have been entirely 
denuded of the forest growth by the char- 
coal burners of that section to supply the 
furnaces. “Where they operate they do not 
leave a sapling standing, and there is no 
more desolate spot to be found than an 
abandoned charcoal clearing. 

To Improve the Roads. 

This concern intends to extract the spir- 
its from the wood first and then convert 
the residue into charcoal, and for that 
pupose there are thirty ovens, similar in 
appearance to coke ovens for converting 

sharcoals for the furnace.

Tio Influence the Roads. 


Colonel William A. Wright, chairman of 
the committee on roads and bridges of 
the Floyd county commissioners, is inau- 
gurating a new plan for the improvement 
and perpetuation of the public roads. It 
is a bicycle club, which is to be organ- 
ized and is to control the right of way on 
the highways and drives within a radius 
of five miles around the city. 

His plan contemplates the payment of 
reasonable dues by each member of the 
club, the money to go into a fund for 
the repairing and keeping up of the roads 
within the limits of the jurisdiction of the 
club. There are now about 100 miles of 
macadamized road raidiating from Rome 
to all parts of the county, and Colonel 
Wright hopes, by this scheme, to estab- 
lish boulevards around the city. So far he 
has met with considerable encouragement, 
and it is expected that the bicycle manu- 
facturers will come to his aid by offering 
prizes to the club to encourage wheeling. 


Matrimonial Epidemic. 


There has been a veritable epidemic of 
matrimony in Rome during the _last few 
weeks. During the month of December 


' there was a wedding for every day in the 


month, not including the colored popula- 
tion, and of these thirty-one marriages 
there was a large percentage of elope- 
ments, a number of unions of very young 
and very old persons, and two that oc- 
curred while the couples were seated in 
buggies on the highway. 


Business Changes. 


Yesterday the grocery firm of Camp & 
Co. closed its doors, and will not reopen 
them for the present. Slow sales and the 
inability to collect were the causes which 
led to the closing out of the business. 

Captain A. W. Walton, of the firm of 
Walton and Wagner, contractors for water- 
works equipments, has opened a general 
brokerage and commission business in 
the Armstrong. It will be conducted on a 
larger scale than anything heretofore at- 
tempted in Rome, including its private 
operators and other necessary equipments.

means and fine business qualifications, has 
opened a collection agency in Rome.

Celebration of Its Tenth Anniversary 
Last Night. 


LARGE CROWDS IN ATTENDANCE 


Exercises Were Interesting—Excel- 
lent Music—History of the 


Organization. 


Athens, Ga., January 5.—(Special.)—The 
Athens Young Men’s Christian Association 
celebrated its tenth anniversary tonight 
at the Presbyterian church. 

Despite the cold weather a large crowd 
assembled and the exercises of the evening 
were full of interest to all. 

The Athens Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation has had a history of wonderful 
progress. It was organized in the ‘70's 
but died out. It was reorganized in 1836 
with a large membership, and the late 
E. E. Jones made president. Interest in 
it increased and finally an elegant three 
story building was erected at a cost of 
$20,000. Professor D. C. Barrow, Jr., of the 
university of Georgia, is now president. 
and Mr. W. S. Stallings general secretary. 

During the past year there have been 
31,098 visits to the building, or an average 
of eighty-five per day. 

There have been 8,045 visits to the gym- 
nasium; eight-seven men’s classes in the 
gymnasium held and sixty boys’ classes. 
The bathroom was largely patronized. 

In a social way there have been two re- 
ceptions, with an average attendance or 
218, and nine entertainments, with an aver- 
age attendance of seventy-one. 

The religious department shows remarka- 
bly good results attained during the past 
year. There were held three mixed meet- 
ings, with an average attendance of 142; 
forty-nine men’s meetings, average attend- 
ance 45: 311 noonday prayer meetings, 19 
sessions bible class, and seventy-one pro- 
fessed conversions. 

In an educational line there has been 
a night school, conducted by competent 
teachers and classes in English, mathemat- 
ices and bookkeeping attended by twenty- 
seven young men. Altogether the assocla- 
tion never presented a report of a better 
year’s work. 

The music tonight was excellent and 
of especial beauty were the solos, “The 
Holy City,’’ by Miss Ruby Mandeville, and 
‘‘As Pants the Heart,”’ by Mr. J. W. Barn- 
ew: W. A. Chastain, pastor of the Chris- 
tion church; Rev. W. R. Foote, pastor of 
the First Methodist church; Rev. W. H.

Receiver Appointed for the Brigan- 
tine Beach Transit Company. 

Philadelphia, January 5.—The assignment 
of the Solicitors’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, of which J. Rush Ritter is real estate 
officer, was followed yesterday by the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the Brigantine 
Beach Transit Company, of which Mr. 
Ritter is president. Judge Thompson, of 
Atlantic City, was memed as receiver. 
The company owns six akd one-half miles 
of trolley railroad, a powerplant and r*- 
vilions and wharves at Brigantine Beach; 
a wharf at Atlantic City, which is said 
to have cost $50,000, and three small steam- 
boats.

Coming to South Georgia.

Illinois colony to be managed by J. O. Cur- 
ry, who was field agent for the Fitzgerald 
colony, will be brought to south Georgia as 
soon as possible, and Ware county will 
present its claims for the location. The 
colony, it igs claimed by Mr. Curry, will 
consist ef not less than ten thousand 
farmers, and 100,000 acres of agricultural 
land will be purchased. The men at the 
head of the movement are rich and influ- 
ential, and they mean business. 

The colony will not build a town, but will 
build up a thickly settled community of 
farmers. 

The fact that Ware county will have a 
colony from Ohio which will be located at 
Elwood Park, seven miles west of Way- 
cross, is no reason why another good colo- 
ny should not come here. The farming 
lands north of Waycross in Ware county 
are high and dry and the soil is very pro- 
ductive. Waycross is a good apd conve- 
nient market for all products of Ware 
county’s soil, and a colony in the northern 
portion of the county would be the thing. 

The board of trade of Waycross will 
doubtless take the matter up with Mr. 
Curry, and in that event Ware county 
would stand a good chance for the new 


colony.

Too Many Big Titles. 

The course of the state legislature in 
authorizing social, benevolent or frater- 
nal corporations to use high-sounding 
and absurd titles makes some of our 
statute laws ridiculous, and The New 
York Sun calls a halt. The Sun Says: 


The legislature of New York has teen a 
conspicuous offender in this respect. 

In 1894 it itneorporated ‘The Imperial 
Council, Ancient Arabic Order, Nobles 
of the Mystic Shrine for North America,” 
with an imperial potentate, an imperial 
recorder, an imperial treasurer and four 
imperial representatives. In May, 1895, it 
incorporated the “Order of the Eastern 
Star of the State of New York,” with a 
grand matron, a grand patron, an associ- 
ate grand matron, an associate grand 
patron, and a grand secretary. These are 
two concerns which we happen to remem- 
ber. Other corporate titles, almost as 
grand, can readily be discovered by the 
éxamination of recent volumes of the ses- 
sion laws. 

And now congress is asked to imitate 
this bad example by passing a bill to in- 
corporate the “Independent Order of Col- 
ored Men and Women of Honor in the 
United States.’’ 

The bill has been introduced in the house 
of representatives by Mr. Joseph Wheeler, 
of the eighth Alabama district, “by  re- 
quest,” as is stated upon it, and the 
sooner he withdraws the meuasure in its 
present form the better. The purpose of 
the corporation is declared to be the en- 
couragement of morality among its mem- 
bers and the promotion of charity toward 
the sick; but congress, even for these 
worthy objects, can hardly afford to give 
the order a name which would imply that 


its members constituted the only colored | 


men and womien of honor in the country « 

If people choose to organize a soriety 
and use these preposterous and "vunsen- 
sical names nobody can prevent them, 
but The Sun’s point is thac these titles 
should not be bestowea by law, which 
is practically the case when such so- 
cieties are incorperated.' It would be an 
easy matter for the acts of incorporation 
to be so worded that these farcial titles 
would not have to be spread upon our 
statute books. 


A Capitalist of Yesterday. 

The Knoxville Journal mentions the 
fact that a story is quietly circulating to 
the effect that Mr. Alexander A. Arthur 
has written to a friend in Knoxville 
asking financial assistance to the extent 
of $100 to tide him over a temporary 
embarrassment. 

The Journal goes on to say that this 
will surprise many people, because Mr. 
Arthur during the past ten years has 
made a splendid record in the business 
world. He has induced the investment 
of millions of dollars in Kentucky and 
Tennessee and has personally conducted 
several great enterprises. He was man- 
ager of the Scottish Carolina and Tim- 
ber Company at Newport, Tenn., where 
he built a fine residence costing $30,000. 
His company built magnificent mills. He 
organized the American Association, 
limited, and the company which built 
the town of Midéleborough, Ky. His 
efforts caused the construction of the 
Knoxville, Cumberland Gap and Louis- 
ville railway. It was due to his efforts 
that the Four Seasons hotel was built 
on this railway with a fine sanitarium.

The spectacle presented is that of a tall, 
rather angular French woman who has 
succeeded in giving unmistakable expres- 
sions by means of meaning looks, winks, 
facial gymnastics and gestures, to every 
form of vice—and Parisian vice at that— 
that has come within her cognizance. The 
manager has hung up his pruning knife. 
Everything now goes. New York has 
swallowed Guilbert. An awful question 
arises. New York has a habit, when it 
approves of an attractive, delectable vice, 
of asking for more. Suppose Guilbert 
Should not satiate? It means despair for 
Hammerstein and others, for in Guilbert 
they have struck bottom. 

Yvette Guilbert sings little French songs 
and acts them as she sings. 
decorously, but she makes up for that. 
Her songs are about things that, if men. 
tioned to the audience at their homes, 
would lead to somebody being kicked out 
of the house. Delivered from the stage 
they have the effect of gaining the wild- 
est applause and highest approval, She 
handles subjects that an associated press 
dispatch would blush to be caught relating, 
in & Manner compared with which a Mid- 
wa~ dancer’s most siren-like suggestive- 
ne3s8 appears about as riotous as the smile 
“f a Boston school ma’am. The news- 
papers print Guilbert’s songs in French, 
and explain that the English translation 
is too utterly naughty to be given. To 
prove this assertion they print the English 
translation immediately under them. 

We agree with our Texas contempo- 
rary that it speaks badly for the moral 
tone of American society when such 
performers are tolerated—when young 
men and young women go to see them 
and discuss theim—when the newspapers 
and magazines are full of their pictures 
and gossip concerning them, 

Surely the resources of the stage are 
not so impoverished that we must full 
back upon exhibitions of the latest Pa- 
risian indecency. We believe that there 
are hundreds of gocd plays and respect- 
able dancers that would please Ameri- 
can audiences better than any of these 
naughty foreign novelties. 

But the stage is not alone to blame. 
Our novelists show an inclination to 
deal with forbidden subjects. George 
Moore made “Esther Waters’’ too out- 
rageous for anything. Du Maurier did 
the cause of morality a great injury 
when he wrote “Trilby.” Thomas Har- 
dy is another offender. When he wrote 
“Tess” he went beyond all proper 
limits, and his “Jude the Obscure” 
sheuld not be allowed to enter any de- 
eent family. 

With this spirit dominating our stage 
ard our fiction, what can we expect of 
the morals of the rising generation? The 
question is assuming serious propor- 
tions. Perhaps there will soon be a 
revolution in public taste that will re- 
vive a purer literature and the legiti- 
mate stage. .The reform cannot come a 
moment. too soon.

What the Cubans’ Need. 

The New York Advertiser thus de- 
scribes the Cubans in front of Havana: 

The Cuban insurgents around Havana 
are said to be 18,000 strong, armed to the 
teeth, but almost destitute of clothing. 
This lack of clothing would doubtless soon 
be remedied if they could get at General 
Campos’s well-dressed Spanish troops. The 
situation suggests the message which 
Henry V sent to the constable of France 
before the battle of Agincourt. Henry 
apologized for the shabby appearance of 
his troops, “all besmirched with painful 
marching in the rainy field.” But he hoped 
and even predicted that they would be in 
fresher robes before night, and this trans- 
formation would be accomplished by 
snatching the gay new coats over the 
French soldiers’ heads. And so they did 
on that St. Crispin’s day. Surely there are 
signs that the Cuban army is in a fair 
way to replenish its wardrobe. There are 
gay coats on the backs of the Spanish 
soldiers and there are very good clothing 
stores in Havana. 

It is quite likely that this lack of 
clothing causes the Cubans to delay the 
capture of Havana. In that mild cli- 
mate the soldiers do not mind marching 
through the country districts attired in 
no other garments than ragged shirts, 
but they seriously object to entering 
Havana in such a costume. They can 
face the Spanish troops, but when they 
march through the streets of the capital 
stared at by thousands of bright-eyed 
senoritas they feel the need of their 
trousers. 

These heroes should not be laughed at 
for their scruples in this matter. They 
ean win victories whey they are un- 
dressed, but they cannot stand the idea 
of marching bare-legged into Havana 
under the eyes of a host of giggling 
women, 

If the insurgents cannot capture some 
clothing from the Spaniards in the field 
they should get into Havana at night 
and make a raid on the stores. The pre- 
dicament of these brave men may pro- 
yoke a smile, but it should be remem- 
bered that they have had to fight against 
fearful odds. The wonder is, not that 
ti ae aveaee pce TS * : f : vee : eel 
have been Able to secure guns and pow- 
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bank. Nor is the estate worth a brass 
button to any of the claimants who now 
number hundreds and are scattered all 
over this country. 

It is well to bring the truth about 
these big estate frauds before the peo- 
ple every now and then, because it 
seems that some unscrupulous per- 
sons are fleecing many people by 
inducing them to advance money 
for expenses and fees in the hope 
of proving their claim to  im- 
mense fortunes. Our ministers to 
England have frequently stated that 
there are no large estates there waiting 
for American heirs. Still the swindle 
goes on and scores of slick rascals are 
making money out of it. The best ghing 
to do when a nice looking stranger 
comes along and notifies you that you 
are the heir to $10,000,000 in England 
is to offer to sell yoyr interest in it to 
him for $10 cash down. If he refuses 
this reasonable proposition call in the 
neighbors and give him a coat of tar 
and feathers and run him out of the 
county.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The English papers very naturally dis- 
like the appointment of Frederick R. Cou- 
dert as a member of the Venezuelan com- 
mission. Coudert is an Anglophobist of the 
most extreme type, and his selection was 
a surprise to the country. He is a good 


lawyer, and has made a close study of 
international questions, but his hatred 
of England, and his readiness, with or 


without provocation, to give that feeling 
expression, are not calculated to win Brit- 
ish confidence in the impartiality of a body 
of which he is a member that deals with 
a controversy affecting British pretensions. 


The mayor of Chicago attended a ban- 
quet of. the millionaires of that city the 
other night and surprised them by telling 
them that they were principally responsi- 
ble for the evils and scandals of munici- 
pal government. There would be no bribe- 
takers at one end of the dirty rope, he 
reminded them, if there were no bribe-giv- 
ers at the other end; and it was not the 
classes who drink beer .nstead of cham- 
pagne and smokcd pipes instead of the best 
cigars, he went on to say, who were en- 
gaged in buying street railroad franchises 
and in getting assessors to estimate blood- 
ed horses at $25 each and diamond neck- 
laces at $40 for purposes of taxation. His 
frankness was hardly consistent with the 
hilarious object of the occasion; but no- 
body ventured to challenge the correctness 
of his statements.

The supreme court of the United States 
has made a ruling to the effect that when 
the plea of insanity is raised in a murder 
case, the burden of proof of sanity is on 
the prosecution. The court says that “if 
the whole evidence including that supplied 
by the legal presumption of sanity, does 
not exclude, beyond reasonable doubt, the 
hypothesis of insanity, the prisoner is en- 
titled to an acquittal of the specific offense 
charged.” Whether or not this is good 
law need not enter into the question. It 
has been laid down by the court of last re- 
sort, it will be held as law in the lower 
courts, and it really seems ag if, instead 
of helping to secure conviction more easily, 
it will tend to encourage the continuance 
of the use of the insanity plea. The plea 
has tended to lessen respect for courts und 
juries, and has worked to the detriment of 
justice, and now in the face of this ruling 
there will be mpre determined efforts 
made to have homicide persons allowed to 
go free, on the ground that they are lv- 
natics, States will have to go more largely 
into the expert business than ever.

Exhibitors Are Fast Moving Away 
and the Buildings Will Soon Be 
Entirely Dismantled.

But for the prompt work of the firemen 
yesterday the machinery hall of the ex. 
position and probably many other build- 
ings would have én destroyed by fire. 

Just about noon the watchman who is 
stationed in machiliéry hall discovered that 
the building was Burning and a sheet of 
fire was leaping frOM a pile of boxes in the 
center of the structare. The fire was dis- 
covered in its inciplency and an alarm was 
promptly sounded By the watchman. 

The fire departm@nt responded with its 
usual promptness @8d a stream of water 
Was on the blaze Before the fire gained 
much headway. Hi@@ there been any delay 
whatever, the fire Would have gotten be- 
yond control and the building would have 
been in great damger, as the material of 
Which it is composed is light rich pine and 
would have been @ rapid feeder to the 
flames. : 

The fire was first discovered in a nest of 
empty boxes whith had been placed in 
(the building for th@ purpose of*packing the 
exhibits. The boxes were of light pine and 
caught easily. A @GOlumn which ran from 
the floor to the top of the building was 
near at hand and caught almost immediate- 
ly from the blaze, -When the firemen ar- 
rived the post Was just catching. In a 
moment the fire Was extinguished and the 
damage caused will be trifling. 

The origin of the fire can’t be explained 
by tie watchman or the firemen. They 
both believe, however, that it was of in- 
cendiary origin, aS there had been no fire 
at that part of the building during the day 
and no steam pipeS Were near enough to 
have caused a coOmbustion.. No one was 
allowed in the building and if the blaze 
Was caused by am incendiary match the 
perpetrator of the deed evidently passed 
into the building without the knowledge of 
the watchman. 

The fire department will probably be 
continued on the grounds until all of the 
buildings have been vacated and the build- 
ings themesleves disposed of. The police 
department is still maintained at the ex- 
position, but it has not been decided how 
many days the grounds and buildings will 
be guarded at the expense of the city.

Undoing What Has Been Done. 

The exposition has been closed just five 
Gays, but in that short space of time the 
work of many weeks has been undone. 
What required a week to build has been 
torn away ana@ demolished in an hour. 
Engines which were builded up on masonry 
foundations have been jacked up with a 
derrick, and with a few blows the founda- 
tions have been leveled with the floor. 

The booths are fast disappearing under 
the hammer and saw and in a few days 
more the iarge buildings will be empty 
and desolate. The pictures in the fine 
arts building have been packed and in a 
short while all the statuary will be 
put in cases and boxes and will be shipped 
away, provided it is not all sold. The agri- 
cultural building is filled kith boxes and 
boards. The booths have been torn away 
and the materials out of which they were 
constructed cover the floor. Exhibits are 
Scattered avout the building and decora- 
tions and bunting lie around in profusion. 

At ail of the buildings to which railroad 
tracks have been laid are to be found empty 
freight cars, waiting to be loaded. 
switch engine is employed Handling the 
cars and hauling out the exhibits as they 
are loaded from the buildings. 


The Fall of the Midway. 

The buildings of the Midway will suc- 
cumb to the blows of the hammer and the 
work of destruction will be begun on 
several of the buildings this morning. 

A large force of workmen has-been em-~ 
ployed and a small sized army of men will 
swarm the famous street and begin the at- 
tack today.

A pipe .burst at the residence of Judge 
Van Epps last night and resulted in con- 
siderable damage and inconvenience be- 
fore the flow of water could. be stopped. 
Many other cases were reported to the po- 
lice, and when the temperature rises above 
the freezing point and melts the ice in the 
pipes there is likely to be a great deal of 
trouble im protecting the property from 
bursted pipe water leaks. Plumbers will 
be in demand throughout the city.

FROM THE HOSPITAL. 


JOHN LUMPKIN NOW IN A CELL 
AT POLICE HEADQUARTERS. 


The Negro Who Caused a Row Christ- 
mas Day and Got Shot Held on 
Two Charges. 


John Lumpkin, the desperate negro who 
pointed a pistol at Officer Walton on 
Christmas day and was sfiot in the shoul- 
der for his trouble, has been moved from 
the Grady hospital to the police station. 
He was dangerously wounded by the shot 


and his death was expected for two or 
three days after the shooting. 

Lumpkin is held on two charges—disor- 
derly conduct and assault with intent to 
murder. He took’ in Atlanta Christmas 
armed with a pistol and several pints of 
liquor, terrorizing the western part of the 
city. During his rounds the negro fired 
at a man and scared a neighborhood into 
great fright by his unruly conduct. 

Nat Blankenship is his prosecutor in the 
assault with intent to murder case. The 
negro fired at him at a house on Victoria 
street, the bullet grazing Blankenship’s 
cheek. At the same house Lumpkin raised 
a row and the police were telephoned for 
by those living near by. Officer Walton 
and others responded and when they ar- 
rived at the house they found Lumpkin 
walking on the porch brandishing his pis- 
tol defiantly. 

Officer Walton ordered the negro to come 
out of the yard and Lumpkin finally did 
so. The officer expected tfouble with the 
negro, but Lumpkin showed no intention 
to oppose arrest until he got within a few 
feet of Walton. He then quickly pointed 
his gun at the officer and was about to 
shoot when a shot from Walton’s pistol 
felled him wifh a hole in his shoulder. The 
negro became more desperate and showed 
fight until overpowered by the officers. He 
was taken to police headquarters and then 
to the hospital. 

The negro will be prosecuted in the police 
court for disorderly conduct and after- 
wards arraigned before a justice of the 
peace on the state charge. He will doubt- 
less be bound over. Officer Walton has wit- 
nesses to prove that the negro threatened 
to kill him before the arrest was made. 


DORA WILLIAMS AGAIN. 


THE GLASS EATER TRIES IT ONCE 
MORE. 


This Time She Swallows Morphine, 
Taking an Overdose of It 
Last Night. 


Dora Williams, the notorious woman, 
famed for her suicidal proclivities, again 
attempted to end her existence last night. 
This time she took several grains of mor- 
phine and at a late hour was dangerously 
all, although she was not expected to die. 

The drug was ‘aken at a house on De- 
catur street. It could not be learned what 
quantity of the poison had been swallowed 
by the woman, but she was unconscious 
from the effects. An effort was made to 
get a physician to her side, but Policeman 
Upehurch could not find one to go. 

Dora Williams came to Atlanta from 
Gainesville several years ago. She soon 
gained notoriety by her degradation, being 
one of the most reckless women with whom 
the police dealt. She attempted suicide 
many times and once endeavored to end 
her life by eating a large quantity of glass. 
She has figured in the police court many 
times and is well known to all the city 
officers and stockade cfficials. 


_A REAL BURGLAR. 


NEGRO CAPTURED IN A GROCERY 
STORE. 


Creek White Breaks a Window and 
Enters a Grocery Store, Help- 
ing Himself to Things. 


Creek White is a young negro burgiar. 
He is daring in his work and by that fact 
set a trap for himself last night. 

The negro was captured in a store in 
the act of burglarizing it. He boldly 
walked up to a window and sent a big 
stone crashing, through it, entering the 
place through the broken pane. 

Citizens living in the vicinity heard the 
noise of the falling broken glass and they 
rushed out of their houses in time to 
catch the negro in the store. All avenues 
of escape were stopped and the police 
sent for. Officers reached the scene and 
took charge of the negro in the store. 

The burglarized store is that of D. 8.

The Chief of the Department Writes 
a Paper 


GIVING LAST YEAR’S corp | 


TE 


The Paper Recommends Improvements 
in the Department the Pres- 
ent Year. 


At the meeting of the council today Chief 


The report shows the fine work the fire- 
men have been doing during the past year 
and shows that Atlanta may well be 
proud of her fire department and the ex- 
cellent chief. 

During the past year 239 boxes were pull- 
ed, 96 telephone alarms were turned in and 
18 still alarms were received, making a to- 
tal of 353 alarms, which is 71 more than 
were. received in 1894, 

The smailest number of fires in any one 
month was eleven, both July and August 
being thus favored; the largest number of 
fires during any one month was in Decem- 
ber—fifty-eight. 

There were 274 fires, the report shows, in 
frame buildings; 46 in brick buildings; 13 
in freight and passenger cars, and #@ other 
small fires of no consequence. 

The loss by fire for the whole year was 
about $212,000, $170,000 of which was covered 
by insurance. The amount of the property 
at risk was valued at $2,000,000. 

The proportion of buildings burned was 
50 buildings, loss less than $50; 24 buildings, 
loss between $50 and $100; 57 Luildings, loss 
between $100 and $500; 19 buildings, loss be- 
tween $500 and $1,000; 9 buildings, loss be- 
tween $1,000 and $3,000, and only five build- 
ings with a loss of more than $3,000, 

The appropriation received by the de- 
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partment for 1895 was $95,000, exclusive of 
the exposition department—$15,000. The ex- 
penses for the year amounted to $109,999.28, 
leaving a cash balance of 72 cents. 

The exposition department, under the 
charge of Mr. Jacob Emmel, rendered very 
efficient service. They fought 24 fires, the 
damage amounting to only $3,000. 

The chief recommends that two new hose 
companies be put into service at oncé as 
they are in his opinion absolutely neces- 
Sary. He asks for an appropriation of 
$128,500, 

With this he will carry the department 
through this year, buy two lots, build and 
equip two new engine houses, and buy and 
put into service two hose wagons. One of 
these houses will be built on the north and 
one on the south side. The chief has every 
reason to believe that the present council 
will grant him his request and if it does, 
Altianta’s fire department will be the finest 
in the country for its popluation. 

At present Atlanta has the smallest fire 
department of any city of its size in the 
union, It consists of seven hose com : 
two hook and ladder companies, one chem- 
ical engine and three steamers. 

With the two new hose companies, which 
the council will most likely establish, and 
the hook and ladder truck and the ec 
cal engine doing service at the exposition 
grounds which have been bought and pa 
for, the department will be lacconanl an 
nine hose companies, three hook and lad- 
der companies, two chemical engines and 
three steamers. 

The property owned by the city and used 
for fire protection, - including apparatus, 
houses and lots is valued at $168,450. 

Chief Joyner long advocated the double 
water main to the city and was very much 
gratified to see work commenced upon it. 
It was something the need of which was 
very badly felt. The chief succeeded in 
getting a building inspector appointed, Mr. 
F. A. Pitman was given the position, and 
by the good work he has done, has ‘aon 
how badly a building inspectoge was needed.

has been manufactured. Indeed there is no 
machinery in the country suitable for its 
manufacture. Such machinery must first 
be made and then will come the long pro- 
cess of building carriages, turrets, case- 
mates and the other elaborate appurte- 
nances of mounting before the guns will 
have any practical value.. As to their ulti- 
mate calue there can be no question, for 
naval authorities are all agreed that as be- 
tween guns of equal size mounted on shore 
and mounted on vessels, the former show 
twice the efficiency of the latter. In the 
Crimean war this was clearly demonstrat- 
ed, it being a matter of history that the 
English end French men-of-war never en- 
gaged at close quarters with the land bat- 
teries at Sebastopol and Cronstadt. 

It may be maintained by those who put 
all their trust in a navy that it matters lit- 
tle whether our coast defenses are strong 
or weak, so long as we have ships of war 
lying outside to keep the enemy away. 
Doubtless this would be true if we had 
ships of war in sufficient numbers that we 
might at any moment bring before auy one 
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heavy charge of dynamite sunk in the Nar- 
rows and discharged from a safe distance 
by the enemy would probably explode more 
than half of the hidden charges. It is safe 
to say that twenty-four hours’s work upon 
the mines and torpedoes in the Narrows 
would remove all danger for the attacking 
vessels and allow them to pass through 
unharmed into the upper bay. And once 
there in half an hour the big guns of Eng- 
land would be thundering off the battery, 
dropping tons of iron and dynamite into 
the heart of the~city. 

Colonel Robert says that the country has 
gone mad over the navy, or rather has 
been spending money freely for warships 
while neglecting its coast defenses. If 
Sandy Hook and the Narrows were proper- 
ly fortified with batteries of 10-inch, 12-inch 


or 16-inch guns on disappearing carriages , 


it would be practically impossible for at- 
tacking warships to get near enough to 
New York to do serious damage. It would 
not be absolutely impossible for them to 
do so, for, of course, if England chose to 
concentrate her whole naval] strength be- 
fore New York she could pass any batter- 
ies, but that is something England would 
not find it expedient to do. At present, 
however, she could get past with only a 
few ships and by putting forth only a 
slight effort. 

While many millions have been appropri- 
ated in the past six years for the exten- 
sion and strengthening of the navy, con- 


gress voted in that same period less 
than srateaeo for coast defenses. The in- 
adequacy of this appropriation becomes at 
once apparent when one considers that a 
single pair of 12-inch guns cost for manu- 
facturing and mounting $600,000, With ap-

of our exposed cities a gathering of them 
equal to the entire naval force that Eng- 
land might suddenly concentrate at any 
point of attack. But that would mean the 
possession of more ships cif war than there 
are in the whole world, and it is quite plain 
that, however excellent thé American navy 
may be, it would be unequal to such a prv- 
digious task. Aad this is especially true in 
view of the fact already stated that, with 
the exception of the three guns that guard 
New York, there is not a single city on the 
Atlantic seaboard that is protected by even 
so much as one big gun. 

It is furthermore quite certain that Eng- 
land is well aware of our weakness in coast 
defences, for the representatives of for- 
eign powers in this country spare no pains 
to secure the most accurate information 
in regard to these matters. Colonel Rob- 
ert assured me that the board of engineers 
have to shroud all their acts in the great- 
est secrecy to Keep European spies from 
learning of each new measure for defense 
and from obtaining maps of harbor batter- 
ies, charts showing the location of subma- 
rine mines, and of statistics regarding the 
number of torpedoes in readiness at Wil- 
lets Peint, where the central storehouse is 
located, the Narrows and at other strat- 
egic points. 

The United States Engineer Corps. 

While there is reason for concern or 
alarm in this lack of heavy guns for our 
coast defense it is gratifying to know that 
the organization of the military engineers 
charged with the service of torpedoes and 
submarine mines is most satisfactory. The 
officers and men included in this engineer 
corps receive the most thorough and prac- 
tical training in the school at Willets 
Point and elsewhere in all the details of 
torpedo warfare, in the planting of mines 
and the operating of them by various elec- 
trical contrivances on the shore. They are 
thoroughly drilled in all the secrets of the 
loading, they learn how to charge the shells 
with a hundred pounds or more of high ex- 
plosive, how to put in the detonating caps 
and make the electric connection so that 
there will be no flaw in the insulation, how 
to locate instantly any leak in the subma- 
rine cable and how to use the switches and 
circuit breakers when they stand in the 
operating room with hands on the levers 
waiting the word to fire. 

A busy scene there isin this oprating 
room when the torpedo corps are busy with 
their experiments, usually carried on in the 
summmen months. Voltaic batteries are 
quickly set up, drums of cable are sub- 
merged and fuses, switches and circvuit 
regulators are issued to the loading room, 
where another detail of men are working 
like beavers charging Ahe torpedoes. Mean- 
while the men in the boat service detail 
have prepared the planting tug for action. 
A sergeant on board with a specially rig- 
ged, telegraph apparatus working through 
one core of the cable communicates with 
an operator-in the casemate and reports

All this is admirable and would be more 
so had we but the assurance that the oper- 
ations of this finely equipped engineer 
corps would be protected in time of need 
by big guns on shore capable of repelling 
the advance of the eremy’s warships. 
Without big guns torpedoes are a vain de- 
fense for our harbors. And unfortunately 
big guns are wanPng.

MENACE OF THE STARS. 


In 1901 a Formidable Conjunction 
Will Occur. 
From The New Orleans Picayune. 

The great clock of the universe has 
measured off another year for this old 
earth. The days, hours, minutes and sec- 
onds have been ticked awuy one by one 
upon the titanic mechanism that turns 
a world upon its axis every twenty-four 
hours, and carries it around the sun cnce 
in 365 days.

them life, so that, viewed from th:s little | 


earth of ours, they would appear to have 
been gathered into a brilliant cluster, glit- 
tering together in the clear ether of the 
early mori ing as the most astonishing con- 
stellation ever seen in the sky and seen 
only that once, 

Then, at the ‘lat of supreme command 
from the Maker and Master of that mighty 
mechanism, the fiery wheels of this ciock 
ot the universe were set in motion, and 
they began to tick off the seconds, min- 
utes, hours, days and years of that iim- 
mense duration which has been denumi- 
nated time. And so the wheels have been 
turning ever since, and, while they mniurk 
cff for each planet its day, night and its 
year, they are also telling the seconds 
of the “great year,” the year of the uni- 
verse, which is measured by the time re- 
quired for all the planets again to range 
themselves in line and in the order that 
they stood when they first started on 
their grand march through the heavens. 
This will require hundreds of thousands 
of our years, and yet that will be only 
a mere point in the enormous continuity 
of duration. 

These beliefs, magnified by superstition 
and wrought by the human imayination 
into many fanciful legends, have been 
inherited or adopted into the mythology 
of every primitive people, and have exerted 
more or less influence upon their human 
thought, and even belief, so that the posi- 
tions and aspects of the heavenly bodies 
have been supposed to furnish auguries 
of human destiny and of events that are 
to occur to the inhabiters of the earth. 

Astrcuomers have busied themselves “in 
complicated calculations to determine the 
positions of the planets at periods of mvo- 
mentous concern to the human race, and 
they have claimed to have discovered a 
law of relations which furnish prophetic 
forecasts. Carrying their caluculations jiuto 
the future, they have been able to discover 
when the planets will again assume the 
positions which attended past calamitous 
and other momentous occurrences. 

In this connection it is of some curious 
interest to note a prediction made by a 
California astronomer, or astrologer, Dr. 
rank M,. Close, es printed in a recent 
issue of The San Francisco Call. He as- 
serts that the clay cylinders dug up at 
Babylon, and upon which are impressed 
the cuneiform writing which was in use 
by the ancient Chaldeans, and form what 
may be considered a library of Babylonian 
history, religion and svience, state that at 
the time of the Noachian deluze the sulv 
anc the five then known planets, Mer- 
cury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter and Saturn, 
were all in conjunction in the sign Capri- 
corn, While the earth was alone on the op- 
posite side of the sun. 

it is also set forth that Berosus, a’ Chal- 
dean astronomer and historian, whose writ- 
ings are extant, took notice of the con- 
junction of the planets named in Capri- 
cornus at the time of the deluge, and he 
further declared that when the sun and 
these same planets should again be econ- 
joined in Capricornus, some tremendous 
terrestrial cataclysm or calamity to our 
earth will again occur. 

The California astrologer mentioned above 
has been figuring out when this formidable 
conjunction will occur again, and he finds 
the cate to be the day after Christmas in 
1901, just six years away. His conclu- 
sions, published in The Call, say: 

“Just now the planets are rapidly ap- 
proaching that position in which the earth 
will be on on+ side of the sun and all 
the rest of the planets on the other, all 
ranged in nearly a stra‘ght line. To such 
arrangement the bodies of the solar sys- 
tem are trending. The majority are now 
there, the others rapidly falling into line. 

“Beginning on December 9, 1901, and until 
the 26th of that month, the sun and all 
the planets will be in a direct line; only 
the earth will be alone at one side of the 
sun at the end of the line, and the bal- 
ance of the planets on the other side of 
the sun; and the entire solar system, sun 
and planets, will occupy, astronomically 
the zodiacal sign of Capricornus!

INGALLS ON VENEZUELA. 


John J. Ingalis Seizes the Opportun- 
ity and, the Lion’s Tail. 

From The Atchison Globe. 

, The president’s message iS an adroit ap- 
peal to the profoundest passion of the 
American people,” said John J. Ingalls to 
a Globe reporter today. “Our conception 
cf the Monroe doctrine is vague, and our 
love for Venezuela is platonic, but we cll 
hate England. It is hereditary. It is so 
intense that it obliterates party lines, ef- 
fa-es sectionalism and makes us 20710 
geneous. 

“We divide on protection, on silver, on 
the race question, but in our hatred of 
England we are unanimous. The sloppy 
diplomatic twaddle about xindred blocd 
and a common language deceives nobody. 
We feel that England is our only enemy 


anong the great powers of the earth. 

“It has been so from the beginning of 
our history We remember the tyranny 
that lead to the revolution; the insolent 
affronts that brought on the war of iSlZ; 
the burning of Washington; the Mason- 
Slidell incident; Alabama and Shenandoah, 
and the intrigues for the destruction of 
the union. At every crisis in our affairs we 
have encountered the secret or open hos- 
tility of England, and the tone of ner press 
has been always cynical, sneering and con- 
temptuous. 

“But there will be no war. Like all ruf- 
fians and bullies, England is a coward and 
poltroon. When it comes to a show-down 
she never fights her equals; she kicks wo- 
men and children; she bullies Turkey, 
Egypt, Hinddstan, South Sea Islanders and 
African tribes, and tyrannizes over the 
weak and feeble, but when Grant notified 
her that she must pay for the depredations 
her pirates committed on our commerce in 
the rebellion or take the conseauences, she 
accepted the Geneva award and sent her 
check for $15,000,000 in full settlement of our 
claim, 

‘“‘We shall have an interval of bluster and 
startling rumors, sensational gossip in the 
newspapers, stilted and frigid correspon- 
dence between Sir Julian and Sir Thomas 
and Lord Salisbury and Secretary Olney; 
the commissioners will sail for Venezuela 
in a ship of war, take volumes of testi- 
mony at Caracas about the disputed boun- 
dary: return to Washington, hear argu- 
ments and deliberations over their report; 
meanwhile the high contracting parties will 
exchange assurances of distinguished con- 
sideration and no effort will be spared to 
keep the issue alive until November, 1896. 
The condition is similar to that which ex- 
isted in 1864 over the Oregon boundary, 
when mutual concessions averted the arm- 
ed conflict that seemed inevitable.’’ 


Growth of Southern Industry. 
From The New York Press. 

The southern newspapers note, with ex- 
pressions of exultation, that manufactur- 
ing industry in the south made no little ad- 
vance last year, in spite of the depression 
of the business of the country. For ex- 
ample, not only wags the output of coal and 
iron larger than in any preceding year, 
but one million new cotton spindles were 
started, with a promise that the number 
will be largely increased during the pres- 
ent year. The south has begun in earnest 
to do a share of the work of supplying the 
demand of the nation for manufactures, by 
engaging in those industries of which it can 
furnish irf abundance the raw material. 

No. true American can fail to regard the 
movement with satisfaction. It offers 
demonstration that the southern people ar2 
abandoning the ancient theory, tenaciously 
held, that the way to prosperity for them 
lay in producing raw material for other 
communities to manufacture. The cotton 
planter of forty years ago considered that 
the requirements of sound economy were 
fully met if he could have his fiber spun in 
Lancashire, with the privilege of buying it 
back again without the interposition of a 
tariff duty. He knows now that when the 
cotton mill stands close by ‘the plantation 
he can sell his product to better advantage 
and purchase his supplies at smaller cost. 
It is clear enough to the most perverse and 
hardened free trader that the south is rich- 
er, if the Alabama iron furnace uses Ala- 
bama .ore than if the ore be sent far to 
the north to return in the shape of plow- 
shares or hardware. Whenever. the factory 
and the field are together in the same 
neighborhood lost motion is avoided, and 
lost motion, representing an unnecessary 
expenditure of time and energy, stands for 
lost money. 

The south has only started upon its ca- 
reer as a manufacturing community. The 
people, having had a taste of the benefit of 
industrial diversification, will surely pro- 
ceed further to multiply their industries 
and to utilize material resources which re- 
main almost unexplored. For the promo- 
tion of this purpose one of the first things 
they should do is to infuse a little of the 
industrial spirit into their politics. They 
ought to realize that poiitics and business 
are in many particulars one and the same 
thing. ,

The report for the year 1295 
will show that more than 6,900,000 tons of 
coal was mined and the coke production 
will go Over 1,000,000 tons. The output of 
1893 was 5,270,042 tons of coal, and coke 1,063, - 
902 tons. There have been several new 
mines opened during the year 1895 and 
though the number of miners has not ir- 
creased very much, these who earn their 
living by the sweat of their brow beneath 
the ground got more work and did harder 
work in 1895 than they did the year before.

A Tuskegee, Ala., special says Mrs. Loren 
Williams, wife of a prominent Chicago 
lawyer, in an address to the students of 
the coldred state industrial cotlege here 
today, said: 

“In the north the negro is crowded out 
of everything. The trades unions forow nis 
learning or working at any trade. They 
are not allowed to be street car drivers, 
carpenters, brick masons, founders, ma- 
chinists nor waiters in hotels.

Young Man Dies of Injuries Received 
While Celebrating Christmas. 

Anniston, Ala., January 6.—(Special.)-- 
Kdward Blackman, a young man sixteen 
years of age, died at his home in Gravcila, 
Conecuh county, from injuries received 
by a premature explosion one night dur- 
ing the ltutter part of the holidays. lie 
had bored a hole in a tree and filled it 
vith powder for the purpose of firing a 
last Christmas gun, when it ignited im some 
Wav and exploded, wounding him fright- 
fully. Two or three others who were 
Standing near were slightly injured.

JEALOUSY THE CAUSE. 


Allen Shultz Shot and Instantly Kill- 
. ed His Wife. . 
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DALTON’ 
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The Providence Man Goes Up as a 
Murder Accomplice. 


HE WAS ARRESTED IN ATLANTA 


The News of His Trial arid Conviction 
Received hy the Atlanta Police 
‘Without Surprise.

Martin Dalton, who was afrested in At- 
lanta last Monday,‘ has been convicted of 
murder in Providence, R. IL, or rather 
has been convicted as an accomplice in 
that. crime. He and others are accused of 
murdering a prominent citizen of Provi- 
dence about three years ago, robbery being 
the motive. “ 


Dalton figured in the sensational John 


S. Smith disappearance case in Atlanta. 
Smith disappeared about the time Dalton 
was spotted in Atlanta, and by the actions 
of tthe Providence man many believed 
that he had something to do with the mys- 
terious departure of Smith. 

Dalton was said to be a bad man, and 
when arrested declined to deny knowing 
anything of Smith. He made a hard fight 
against being taken back to Providence 
fearing the courts there, and it is believed 
that he attempted to make the impres- 
ion that he was responsible for Smith’s 
disappearance in order that the Atlanta 
courts might take charge of him and pre- 
vent his removal to Providence. 

While in and around Atlanta Dalton 
figured in several police sensations and 
got the name of being a very desperate 
man. He was accused of associating with 
Harry Raymond, “Billy, the Red Hand,” 
and many other celebritics who made 
Atlanta their home about that time. Ef- 
forts were made to find sothething damag- 
ing against Dalton here, but he covered 
his tracks smoothly, frustrating the plans 
of the .local detectives to trap him. 

Dalton’s real identity was not known 
for some time, and he remained here quite 
a while before it became Known that he 
was wanted in Providence for murder. 
He was betrayed by a false friend, and 
was finally trapped and arrested by of- 
ficers. A short time afterward a Provi- 
dence officer came and took him back to 
that city. He was jailed and not given 
trial until last week. 

Dalton was placed on trial in Providence 
as an accomplice in the murder of Anthony 
5S. Haswell, one of the most prominent 
citizen of that place. Haswell was en- 
ticed from his home and when in an out 
of the way place in the woods was cruelly 
murdered or struck the blows which re- 
sulted in his death. He was brutally at- 
tacked by two or three men and robbed 
of a large sum of money. 

Haswell lived long enough to tell whc 
enticed him from home, and he said that 
Dalton was the man. It seems that Dal- 
ton and others arranged some scheme to 
get Haswell to draw a large sum of money 
for the purpose of making a land pur- 
chase. While being shown the property 
he was enticed to a dark place and at- 
tacked, the robbers and murderers leaving 
him near death, believing that life was 
extinct, 

Dalton’s -trial occupied several days of 
last week in the Providence court. The 
evidence against him appeared to be con- 
clusive, and when the case was finally 
given to the jury a verdict of guilty was 
unanimously reached. He was adjudged 
guilty as an accomplice. 

Dalton’s attorneys gave notice that they 
would ask for a new trial and the case has 
not yet been finally settled. 

The news of the conviction of Daltor 
was told the Atlanta police last night and 
they expressed no surprise. The local 
officers believe that Dalton is one of the 
worst men ever captured here, and from 
their experience. with him they believ« 
Dalton capable of committing any crime. 


SHACK LIFE ON PUGET SOUND. 


A Man with Hammer and Nails Soon 
Puts Up a Habitation. 

From The New York Sun. 
“’The! Arab has his. tent, the Kaffir his 
kraal and the red man his wigwam, but 
no one of these primitive habitations is 
more distinctive and characteristic of the 
surrounding conditions of life than the 
“shack” of the laborer in the Puget seund 
region. This lucky unmarried laboring man 
of the northwest has no implacable board- 
ing master to satisfy weekly. He pays no 
rent for furnished room. His married mate 
does not anticipate with fear and trembling 
the monthly visit of the iandlord, .who 
wants a large per centage of his earnings 
down on the nail. No! He lives in his own 
shack, and rent, that bugbear of the poor 
in eastern cities, is unknown to him. 

Puget sound has a shore line of 1,760 miles, 
and is densely wooded to the very edge of 
the water with the finest timber remain- 
ing on the North American continent. At 
intervals of a few miles along this vast 
boundary are sawmills, gradually gnawing 
their way into the primeval forest; and the 
broad waters of the sound are constantly 
covered with immense booms or rafts of 
great sawlogs being towed from the log- 
ging camps to the mills, or ships bearing 
away to all parts of the globe the manu- 
factured product. 

Is it any wonder, the above state of 
things existing and the price of sawed 
lumber being only $7 per thousand feet, 
and sometimes Yféss, with slabs to be had 
for the taking, that the laborer who finds 
it desirable to build him one of those tem- 
porary residences called shacks finds the 
lumber involved in the composition no great 
impediment to the fulfillment of his wishes? 
If he cannot find it adrift or strewn along 
the shore by the tide, a day’s work will 
supply the cash necessary for its purchase. 
Then, with a hammer and a pound or so of 
nails, the shack goes merrily up, and at 
nightfall the builder is no longer a home- 
less man. 

Again, in all the northwestern cities, 
more lands is “platted” than will be built 
upon for fifty or 100 years to come (Se- 
attle, for instance, incorporates slightliy 
less area than Chicago), and the bare 
places, which, it must be- acknowledged, 
are usually the least desirable, from 2 
residential point of view, are utilized by 
the shack builder; for such a thing as 


ground rent is unknown except on business. 


streets. Then, again, there is the water 
in the bays, full of building possibilities, 
with the best of foundations eligible, with 
no more trouble than the rolling together 
and fastening of a few of the great logs 
which lie unclaimed in prodigal variety 
along the beach. Enough unelaimed and 
rejected timber liescast up on the shores 
of Puget sound to build shacks for the 
whole anmy of unemploved. 

The bustling city of Tacoma-on Ccm- 
mencement bay -ontains rather inore than 
the usual proportion of shac« dwellers. and 
they have become a common phase of the 
life of that city. Most of the shaeks here 
are occupied by mill labocers—Tacoma te- 
ing a large lumber shipping po.nt—while 
unmarried workinsmen generally do not 
disdain to live m tnem, a’d thus save 
board and lodging—frequertly (more ts the 
pity), to squander the amount in som 
other way. ‘ 

Often the shacks are unsightly to the 
eye, and rude and primitive in the iigbest 
degree, but nore frequently they are fic- 
turesque and form an attractive feature in 
the landscape. Ocrasionaily one is seen 
that is an ideal residence. The writer 
has come across severaJ] in Old loewn 
(North Tacoma) tht are charming to 
look at, and as convenient rnd comfortable . 
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The tideflats at the head éf Commencc- 
ment bay are a favored site of the shack 
dweller, aad an autumn stroll over the 
quaint wooden foot bridge spanning tlic 
waters from the precipitoug cityside to the 
flats opposite, which stretch to the Puyal- 
lup Indian reservation, is interesting aud 
fully reveals this curious aspect ef Pacific 
coust existence. The bridge itself is @ 
novel structure, being built on huge fiout- 
ing sawlogs. It is hardly wide enough for 
two te walk, and has a section in the 
middle that can be separated from the 
rest and floated back out of the way to 
allow the passage of incoming and out- 
going craft. A notice is promineritiy post- 
ed on the entrance which reads: ‘No fish- 
ing is allowed,” but the ordér seems to be 
more honored in the breach than in the ob- 
servance, for every plank usually swarms 
with youthful piscatorial enthusiasts, who 
catch the unwary tomcod (myriads of 
which inhabit the water) by the hundred. 
These little fish—they weigh only three or 
four ounces each—are not to be despised 
from a gastronomic point of view; crisply 
tried they are as delicate and toothsoine 
@ morsel as one wquid wish to put betwecn 
his teeth. | 

After crossing the bridge the wayfarer 
will ascend a few wocden steps and cUn- 
tinue on a beard path laid on piles five or 
six feet long. If it be high tide, the ciear 
water will surge and murmur beneath you; 
if it is low water, the bare brown bottom 
will be exposed to view, tufted here and 
there with black fragrance and saline fla- 
vor that will make the chest swell and 
the lungs inhale deeply and delightedly. 

A. little further on is a mammoth saw mill 
and near it the walk beging to skirt a ca- 


: jungle of 


of the bay penetrat deep into the land. 
Some one with a poefit sou] has aptly bap- 
tized this place ‘‘Little Venice,” and here 
shack habitations begin. Along this lagoon 
are some of the queerest looking, most bi- 
zarre and picturesque dwellings imagina- 
ble. ‘Lhere are one-story shacks, built on 
massive log rafts, and moored to the bank 
with huge rusty iron cables. Some are 
more pretentious and instead of a raft they 
use great substamiial square scows to 
build on and occasionally the houses are 
painted with an eye to effect that would 
paralyze Turner or make him sunset-green 
with envy. One of them is tinted with a 
combination of dazzling orange and bril- 
liant pink that gives as tropical a tone to 
the landscape as if it were in Ceylon. On 
the other hand, the majority of the shacks 
are guiltless of pigment of any kind, and 
the soft somber grays of the faded and 
weatherbeaten frames are delightful and 
restful to the eye. % 

Most of these shacks have only one room, 
but some are more commodious and contain 
several, In this case the proprietor is a 
family man, a fact that can be readily veri- 
fled by a glimpse of the inevitable and be- 
traying clothes line and the swarm of chil- 
dren. 

The life that many of these shack pro- 
prietors lead is a peculiarly independent 
and happy one and entirely satisfying to 
the unambitious man. One shack that I 
visited belonged to a longshoreman, that 
is, he works at loading and unloading the 
ships that come into the port of Tacoma. 
He was a type of his class, a brawny, 
good-humored giant who had hailed orig- 
inally from Boston. Being one of those 
who go down to the sea in ships, he had 
sailed about the globe until cast ashore at 
Tacoma, where he clung like a limpet to 
a rock: He could earn from $15 to $30 a 
week if he worked hard, and did so when 
he felt like it or found it necessary. But 
a certain largeness of mature born in him 
made it simply impossible that he should 
ever arrive at his skadck on payday with 
any of the money He-had earned during the 
week in his pocket. Jn fact,.he did well if 
he saved emough to buy a beefsteak, for 
the Tacoma beer is good and the Tacoma 
beershops frequent. That he spends his 
money promptly, however, makes no real 
difference to him, from his point of view. 
for his ‘‘ways and manners’ are well 
known to to the retail merchants, and his 
credit is good. One of the first things he 
does when he fingers his check is to settle 
outstanding bills. Also, he explains, his 
needs are few. He can get fish and clams 
free of charge at his’ doorway and fuel is 
abundant and costs nothing and he. pays 
no rent. 

Arctic Berries. 
From Outing. ‘ 

In spite of latitude and arctic current, 
Labrador is the home of much that is de- 
licious in the berry world. Even the out- 
lying islands furnish the curlew berry and 
bake apple in profusion; and upon the 
mainland in the proper month, September, 
a veritable feast awaits one. Three varie- 
ties of blueberries, huckleberries, wild red 
currants, having a pungent aromatic flavor, 
unequaled by the cultivated varieties ;marsh 
berries, raspberries, tiny white capillaire 
tea berries, with a flavor like some rare 
perfume and having just a faint suggestion 
of wintergreen; squash berries, pear berries 
and curlew berries, the latter not so grate- 
ful as the others, but a prime favorite 
with the Eskimos who prefer it to almost 
any other, and lastly the typical Labrador 
fruit, which, excepting a few scattering 
plants in Canada and Newfoundland, is 
found, I believe, nowhere outside the penin- 
sula—the gorgeous bake apple. 

These cover tthe entire coast from the 
St. Lawrence to Ungava. Their beautiful 
geranium-like leaves struggle with the rein- 
deer moss upon the islands, carpet alike 
the low valleys and the highest hilltops and 
even peep from banks from everlasting 
snow. Only one berry grows upon each 
- plant, but ithis one makes'a most delicious 
mouthful. It is the size and form of a 
large dewberry, but the color is ‘a bright 
crimson when half ripe and a golden yellow 
when matured. Its taste is sweetly acid, it 
is exceedingly juicy and so délicate that it 
might be thought impossible to preserve it. 
Yet the natives da: preserve it with all 
its freshness and original flavor through- 
out the entire winter merely by cdvering 
it with fresh water and heading it up 
tightly in casks or barrels.

but in middle Tennessee increased $2,185,- 
455. ‘ The total valuation of all property is 
$316,061, 613.

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The Force May Be Reorganized Tonight 
at Midnight. | 


EIGHT HOUR SYSTEM AGAIN 


The Exposition Force May Be Trans- 
ferred to the City, Causing the Re- 
adoption of the Old Hours. 


The police force may be changed back 
to the eight hour system at 12 o’clock to- 
night. The exposition force with few ex- 
ceptions may be transferred to the city 
and the old work hours resumed on that 


account, 

When Mayor King ordered the exposition 
police and fire department forces to remain 
‘at the grounds it was- until the meeting 
of the council today. Action may be taken 
in the matter that will result in the dis- 
continuance of the exposition force of 
police. 

It is said that the conditions at the 
grounds have already so changed that it 
is not necessary to maintain a large police 
force there and the men may be trans- 
ferred, leaving eight or ten officers at the 
grounds as guards. That means a com- 
plete reorganization of the police force in 
the city and the dismissal of many men 
who were employed to work during the ex- 
position, 

If the change is made the officers will 
resume the hours of work in vogue before 
the exposition. The force will be divided 
in three watches of eight hours each and 
the officers in charge will be the same as 
before. 

Captain Manly, the senior captain, will 
have charge of the day watch; Captain 
Henry Jennings, who has commanded the 
exposition force, will resume his duties as 
captain of the evening watch, and Captain 
Joiner, who has been in Captain Jennings’s 
place, will again assume control of the 
morning watch—the one that goes on duty 
at midnight. 

Captain Manly has been assisting Chief 
Connolly in the exposition rush. Captain 
Jesse Jordan directed the morning watch 
in place of Captain Joiner. Captain Jordan 
will resume his place in the patrolmen’s 
ranks. Sergeants Moss, Ball, Thompson, 
Slaughter, Brenning.and White will work 
as before the exposition. 

The detective department will be thinned 
out. Several extra men now at work will 
be droppe§ from the rolls because they 
were only employed to work during the 
exposition. The new force will consist of a 
chief and nine men. 

The vacancy in the detective department 
caused by the retirement of Ed Cason will 
be filled by Jeff Tysor, one of the most 
efficient and conscientious workers of the 
police department. He was for several 
years a call officer and when the Bass 
murder case demanded investigation he 
was selected to work on the case. 

During the exposition Mr. Tysor has 
done splendid detective work and he will 
make a valuable addition to the detective 
department. He is a careful worker and 
has shown detective ability. 

The police force will welcome a change 
to the old eight hour system. The mem- 
bers have been working twelve hours daily 
sinee the exposition opened and the werk 
has been laborious. The great crowdssigad 
the presence of many crooks and thieves 
made it incumbent on the Officers to work 
with a greater zeal and interest than in 
ordinary times. 

Many burglaries and. thefts have occur- 
red, but on the whole the police and de- 
tective departments have done good work. 


The Soil in Cemeteries. 
From The New York Tribune. 

In a paper read before the Royal Society 
of Edinburgh by Dr. J. B. Young, the -re- 
sults are given of various experiments 
made by him on the chemical and ipacterio- 
logical condition of soils. with spevial 
reference to the soil of graveyards. Sam- 
ples of soil for bacteriological examination 
were taken, with all due precautions, from 
graves which were being opened for burial. 
and the investigation was made wiih as 
little delay as possible. Enumerating tne 
organisms thus discovered, Dr. Young 
concludes that the soil of gravevards cons 
tains, as a rule, more bacteria than virgin 
soil does, and that the bacteria are rot 
most numerous immediately surrounding 
the coffins, but at some distance under the 
coffins there is a marked diminution 
servabie in the number of bacteria »-resent. 


the liquefying bacteria, known as “proteus 
vulgaris,’’ were found to be 
abundant. Finally, Dr. Young points out 
what may be considered quite an impor- 
tant fact, that, so far as his experiments 
have been pursued, they tend to show the 
litle, if any, effect which burials have th 
increasing: organic matter in the upper 
layers of the®soil, whereas they have a 
marked effect*on the layers which contain 
the coffins; that is, at depths greater than 
four feet or thereabouts from the sur~ece. 
The organic nitrogen and carbon in grave- 
yard. soil are, he remarks, hy no means 
so great in amount as fs commonly sup- 
posed, and he considers that if ‘rial is 
properly conducted in suitable there 
need be no risk to the health of com::uni- 
ties.

BROKERS’ PROFITS. | 


Scalpers Say They Made Money During 
the Exposition. 


PILES OF TICKETS EXPIRE 


But Sirwthaenline This the Brokers 
Say That They Are $50,000 
Ahead on the Season. 


The ticket brokers say that they made 
a good thing out of the exposition, de- 
spite the validating office. 

Mr. Newberry, who came down from 
Pittsburg, says: “The brokers here have 
made at least $5,000 in handling tickets 
since the exposition opened, There were 
twenty-two of us amd none us made less 
than $2,000. Four of us, I think, made $25,- 
600, or about $6,000 apiece. That is about 
my profits in the business.’ 

The broker pointed to dies of dead tick- 
ets lying on his safe and asked the re- 
porter what he thought of them. 

To the reporter they appeared to repre- 
sent at least $1,500 even as brokers buy 
tickets. There were tickets of all descrip- 
tions over all the lines entering Atlanta. 
The Georgia and the Cemtral were well 
represented. The Southern had a very small 
showing. This was due to the fact that the 
scalners boycotted that system on account 
of the trouble which the Southern gave 
them and their patrons. 

“The tickets in those two bundles repre- 
sent all of $2,000, but I am not kici"ng, for 
the season was a profitable one, taken all 
through. We did not pay much for tickets 
and when we sold one we made enough to 
pay for two. I have sold $1,500 worth of 
tickets in one day.” 

While the scalper was talking a former 
Aifnta man entered and asked for a tick- 
et to a certain point. The broker looKed 
over his stock and found one which he said 
had expired, but he stated that he thought 
it could probably be used and made tne 
traveler a present of it with the remark: 
“You ought to be able to ride on that. 
Nine men out of ten could, but I will not 
sell it because it might not be accepted.”’ 

All the brokers who came here for the 
exposition travel, are going away. ‘hey 
came from all parts of the country. The 
brokers with capital say that they are 
glad the validating office was organized, 
stating that it kept a good many little 
fellows away who would have come in had 
there been an open field. Whether any of 
this is a case of sour grapes is another 
question. 

Several of the scalpers have closed their 
offices and a few days more will see tné 
last of the transients gone. 

There is one story which has never been 
printed, but which was told in the early 
part of the exposition. It will be remem- 
bered that the brokers declared a boycott 
on the Southern. Just after the meeting, 
a young man, who had been in the meet- 
ing of scalpers, hurried to Mr. Sam Hard- 
wick and said that he could prevent the 
publication of the news of the boycott for 
a consideration. 

“You have it in your power, you think, 
to suppress or to publish the news of the 
boycott?” asked Mr. Hardwick. 

“Yes, I think it can be done, but it will 
probably cost some money,”’ was the reply. 

“Now let me tell you something,” re- 
sponded Mr. Hardwick. “If you think there 
is any danger of the news of that boycott 
being suppressed and you can get it widely 
published, I wiil see that you get $3,000 if 
I have to pay it out of my own pocket.” 

This reply was so unexpected by the 
young man that he stammered and turned 
away very much embarrassed.
